How Conflicting Racing Bills Got 

Through Maryland Legislature.

Turf Interests Saw Only a Bill to 
Repeal the Local Anti- 
Betting Law. 



Bowie. Md.. April Tl. — Tliougli a number of ex- 
planations are advanced as to bow the auti-lietting 
bill got through the Maryland Legislature without 
the racing interests* detecting its true meaniug. the 
one generally credited is that turf interests relleil 
ti|ioii the assertions of the man who introduced the 
measure. He is said to have represented it as 
a bill to reiieal a local anti -betting law for Prim*** 
Georges and Montgomery Counties, whieb pennitteil 
all forms of wagering except on horse racing, and 
limit«*d the latter to fifteen days each year. 

There is a state anti-gambliug law which permits 
betting on liorse races, but limits racing in any one 
county to thirty days each year. Bowie has been 
operating under this state law, but there lias always 
been some qii«*Htion as to whether it repealed tin* 
Prince Cieorges County law. 

As tbe bill creating a racing (*<Hnmission for tbe 
(*oirat.T proviiled for forty days* racing each year, 
friends of the sport naturally *wanted all doubt re- 
moved regarding tlie effectiveness of the lo**al law. 
On the representation that the new measure relating 
to Prince Georges County repealed the old law. they 
voted for it. 

The same man who was responsiUe for this 
measure, is also a(*cnsed of having slipiied th«* 
clause into the racing commission bill which ex- 
empted Bowie from jiaying a daily license fee of 
$750. This was done by a clause saying that regu- 
I Hriy incorporat«Nl agricultural assoeiatkHts should 
uot be required to pay the prescribed license fee. 
Bowie is oiierated by tbe Southern Maryland Agri- 
cultural Association, and it was generally under- 
stood the bill could not be passed without the 
li<*euse feature applying to that track. 

DISAGREEABLE WEATHER COHDITIONS. 

Racing at Prin<*e George’s Park Wednesday was 
under **onditions about as disagreeable as **oiild Is* 
imagined. Rain fell Intermittently througliout the 
aftermsin. aud, with tbe temperature hovering clos** 
to the freesing point, it was anything but a day f<>r 
outd*s>r sport. In the face of such conditions it 
was surprising to see a crowd of goodly proportions 
on hand when the bugle called tbe horses to the post 
in tbe ofiening race. 

The races were run over a heavy track and prov***l 
quite interesting, the finishes in all but the first 
and last being of tbe hard-fought, driving kind. 
The closest and m*sit stubbornly fought contest of 
the day came with the running of the fifth, in 
which Napoleon had to be driven to the limit to 
withstand l*r*^ressive*s whirlwind closing rush. 

Another close finish was in the third, ColMilt Las-f 
wearing Sw«*ep Up II. down in the final striiies #»f 
a long stretch drive. Amackassin’s effort in this 
nu'e was a good one for his first out this year and 
the race should improve him. 

Indian Ghant was at home in the going in the 
opening race aud led throughout to win in a **anter. 
Dr. Gharcot furnished a soriirise in the second wh**u 
he overhauled Gomacho ou tbe far turn and easily 
held him safe in the drive home. 

James Arthur’s Margery proved best iu the fourth 
under a iierfect ride by Riidrigiiex. Tlie latter was 
also astride Baby Sister, winner of tlie sixth ra**e. 

J*H*keys D. Stirling and H. Erickson shareil tlai 
riding honors of tbe day with Rodriguez, each pilot- 
ing two winners.

As a three-.rear-old he was returned a 
winner upon three oc-easions. and last .vear he 
crowned his turf career by his victory in the Metro- 
INditan. . . 

Wyoming, another promising racer in the Wilson 
stafde. is also out of commission. Wy**niiiig re- 
*s*ntly split a hoof and it is aiiiiouiiciHl that no 
effort will be made to get him to the races this 
year.

Repeal the Local Anti- 
Betting Law. 



Bowie. Md.. April ’ll. — Tliough a number of ex- 
planations are a<lvauced as to how the auti-lietting 
bill got through the Maryland Legislature without 
the racing interests* detecting its true meaning, the 
one generally credited is that turf interests relie«l 
111)011 the assertions of the man who introduced the 
measure. He is said to have represented it as 
a bill to reiieal a l<K*al anti -betting law for Prims* 
Georg**s and Montgomery Counties, which permitt***! 
all forms of wagering except on horse racing, and 
limited the latter to fifteen ilays each year. 

There is a state anti-gambliug law’ which permits 
betting on horse races, but limits racing in any om* 
county to thirty days each year. Bowie has been 
operating under this state law, but there has always 
been some qm^stion as to whether it repealed the 
Prin*?e Gtnirges Connty law. 

As the bill **reating a racing i*ommi.ssion for tbe 
i'oiraty provided for forty <lays* racing each year, 
friends of tbe siiort naturally *W’ante<l all doubt re- 
moved regarding the eff**ctiveness of tbe lo**al law. 
On the representation that the new measure relating 
to Prince Georges County repealed the old law, they 
voted for it. 

The same man who was responsible for this 
measure, is also accused of having slipiied the 
clause into the racing c*Mnmi8si<Hi bill which ex- 
empted Bowie from paying a daily license fee «*f 
$750. This was done by a clanse saying that regu- 
larly incorporated agriculioral aasociatkms should 
not be required to pay the prescribed license fee. 
Bow’ie is oiierated by the Southern Maryland Agri- 
cultural Association, and it was generally under- 
stood the bill could not be passed without the 
license feature applying to that track. 

DISAGREEABLE WEATHER COHDITIOirS. 

Racing at Prince George’s Park Wednesday w’as 
under c*onditions about as disagreeable as could In* 
imagined. Rain fell intermittently througlioiit the 
afternoon, and, with the temperature hovering **los*> 
to the freezing point, it was anything but a day for 
outdoor sport.

Indian Chant was at home in the going in tlie 
opening ra**e and led throughout to win in a **anter. 
Dr. (’harc'ot furnished a suriirise in the se<?ond w1m*h 
he overhauled Comacho on tbe far turn and easily 
held him safe in the drive home. 

James Arthur’s Margery prov«ql best iu the fourth 
under a perfect ride by RiMirigues. Tlie latter was 
also astride Baby Sister, winner of the sixth ra**e. 

J«M-key.s D. Stirling and H. Eri**kson sbareil tlai 
riding honors of the day with Rodriguez, each pih>t- 
ing two winners.

Purchase of Yearlings a Lottery— Highest Priced 
Often Prove Most Worthless and Vice Versa. 

“Tile oh] apliorisDi. proiiouiieed years ago by one 
of tlie sages, that ‘You tell by the looks of 

a frog how far he o.sn jump.’ Is espeidally appli<*- 
able to maiiv branches of the race horse business, 
writes Charles E. Brossniaii. “Nothing in racing is. 
IH'rhaps. attended with more trouble and less satis- 
faction tlian the purchase of .vearlings, as the best 
hsiking. most fashionably breil and highest-priced 
ones often prove to In* the most worthless. This 
is as it should be, for if it were not so the man 
with tlie most momv would coiitml racing, own 
all of the liest horses, and the less wealthy indi- 
viduals w'oiild have no chance at all. But as it is 
every one has an even break, and the man with 
only a small stable, «*onii»ose<I of horses that only 
<*ost meiliiiiii pri«*es as yearlings, will ofttinies win 
more races and more money tliaii the stable of the 
millionaire that .-ontaiiis nothing but horst*s which 
as .vearlings cost a king’s ransom to purchase, the 
highest-priceil ones often proving to be utterly 
valueless as ra«*e horses, 

“In the selection of yearlings many things are 
to be considered— <*onform:it ion. soundness, general 
appearance, action, disposition and breeding are all 
imiMirtant factors, but. as no one can tell whether 
the .yearling will develop that iiever-give-up fight- 
ing spirit that contends to the last jump, and gives 
its last ouiK-e of strength freely and williii|tly. 
and seems to delight in strenuous, furious battle 
—an attribute that every first-class race horse 
must possess, without which, no matter how fault- 
less his 4 ‘onformation, royal his biwding. he will 
turn out to be a <‘oiinterfeit. That is the spirit that 
made J<thii L. Sullivan ‘the noblest Roman of them 
all,’ and we notice that even in these troiibleil 
times, when all the world is at war and ini|K>rtant 
events are hapinuiing ever.v day, and the news- 
papers full of sensational calamities, the prominent 
dailies all over the count r.v devote <^nspi(*uoiis 
pla<*es. I'olumn after column, to kindly tributes to 
his memory. All liecaiisc his heart was in t'»" 
right place. 

“No one can tell whether or not a yearling ^’*11 
develop into a brave, game race horse, or a siilker, 
rogue or slacker with a faint heart t“Ut almost 
[‘oliapses whenever the bugle blows and the colors 
are up. That is the reason why we must have race 
tracks and actual contests if we expwt to im- 
prove the breed. Racing is therefore not men*lj' 
a sport, but a patriotic, economic necessity. 

YANKEE ONE THAT MADE GOOD. 

‘Yankee was a high-pri«*ed> 'yearling that made 
good and he brought over $2<l,OUO at public auction 
as a yearling and more than won hini^lf out tlie 
next year in one ra«*e when he uron the Futurity. 
He also proveil to be a siK*cessfiil sire both in this 
<*oiintry and France since his retirement to the 
tud. 

“It is, Imwever, unusual for the highest-pri^d 
yearling to be among the best two-year-olds of the 
next year. Horello w’as so little thought of as a 
.yearling b.v the sale ring experts that Frank Van 
Ness secured him for a trifle, yet he proved to 
lie the best horse of his time and was a sii^ss 
as a sire. Tlie most famous owners a ml trainers 
ill Kentucky stood around and saw May Hempstead 
sell for almost mitliing when she was really ^urth 
more moiie.v than any other yearling that was wild 
ill Kentiick.v that year. Numerous instances, both 
in this c-oiintry and abroad, familiar to all 
men, could lie cited along this same line, which 
only goes to prove that the most competent men 
ofttimes err in their judgment w’hen it comes to 
;electing yearlings. 

“Any good, vigorous, sound, nigged yearling by a 
sire that was a race horse out of a mare from a 
f:iniil.v whose daughters all along the line produee<l 
winners will probabl.v race successfully, always pro- 
viding that it has the proper training. Some train- 
ers always have winners; others don’t, but as each 
owrncr has an inalienable right to have his liorses 
tniined in an.v manner which pleases liim best no 
objection ought to be made on that score. Each 
3 'earliug is an individual proposition at any rate, 
and what would be the right treatment for one 
would iiossibly be exactly wrung for another; there- 
fore. it is up to the trainer to know what to do. 
or to do the best he can. for the race track test will 
settle all arguments as to breeds and methods. 

**Tlie yearlings that will bring exorbitant prices 
in the sale ring will be the ones that are closely 
rtdated to the stake winners of the years before, 
but no one can tell with any degree of certainty 
what the next crop of yearlings will develop. The 
champion of the year may come from some sire little 
patroni»‘d and has not as yet had an opportunity, 
or from some .voung mare that has not prodm*ed .n 
winner. It would be well, therefore, for a prospec- 
tive purchaser to attend all sales and not let a 
good-looking, well-bred yearling pass at a reason- 
able prk*e bi‘cause he doesn’t happen to belong to 
wiiat is just now' one of the ultra-fashionable fami 
lies.’’
